such .iquors to him,sball have been first served 
on the person so giving or selling the same.

the contract of purchase; and it shall be the 
duty of all su. b county courts to make a levy- 
on all properly and estate within ihe county 
subject to taxation, for revenue purposes, suf- 
ficient to pay any and all such bonds at matu- 
ri y, and all accrued interest lliereon, and the 
Msts of collecting Ihe same,. in iking a reaSi n 
ab e allowance tor delinquencies.

priations herelolore made and expended on 
such roads. 

\ 2. Thai all sales herein contemplated shall 
he made in such manner, and at. such lime or 
times, and for such price or prices, and on such 
terms and conditions, and for such payments 
or installments, bearing interest from dale of 
sale, a'.l lo be payable within or less than ten 
years from ihe date of sale, us in the discretion 
of said commissioners will Secure Ihe highest 
price and best promote the interest of ihe 
Stale. 

i 3. That in miking the silcs herein con- 
templated, the said Commissioners shall give 
preference and first make an effort to sell to 
the county court or county courts of the county 
or counties in which the said roads may be re- 
spectively situated; but if such county court 
or courts shall fail to purchase the stock in 
such roads as are situated therein, on such 
terms and conditions, and for such price as 
may be approved by said Commissioners, il.en 
the said Commissioners shall sell and dispose 
of Ihe same, as aforesaid, to the best advantage 
of the State, to other persons or corporations; 
but if the sale be made to oilier persons or 
corporations, the same shall be upon n credit 
of not more than five years 

\ 4. That all obligations taken by said Com- 
missioners for deferred payments shall be iuaile 
payable to ihe "Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund of Kentucky," and hear interest from 
dale, at the rate of six per centum per annum, 
payable annually, and be secured by a lien on 
the stick for which such obligations may be 
executed.

of Public Accounts, showing the amount or 
number of shares of stock sold, and the amount 
paid lor the same. 

j} 6. That, in all cases, the purchaser of the 
Stock, from the date of such purchase and the 
delivery of a certificate thereof, shall represent 
the same, and exercise the same voice in the 
election of officers and management of said 
roads, as if the amount of stock so held and 
acquired had originally been issued to them; 
such purchasers taking Ihe place of and super- 
Heding all State proxies to the extent of the 



slock thus acquired and represented by them. 

? 7. That in order to facilitate the sale of the 
stock, nnd the discharge of the duties imposed 
upon the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
by this act, said Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorised, in their discretion, to appoint oiie or 
more agents, and to fix his or Iheir compensa- 
tion for services, and pay the same: Provided, 
however.

Be it enacted by the General Assenb'y 
of the Commonwealth <f Kentucky, Thai aller 
a distress warrant shall have l ta n placed iu 
the bands of au officer, as provided by Section 
4, of article 2, chapter 56, Revised Statutes, 
and he shall have levied the same, or is about 
to levy the same, the teuatit, assignee, sub- 
tenant, or any per.-on claiming the propir.y, 
may replevy the same, by executing lo Ibe 
person or persons in whose name the warrant 
issued a bond, wilb Security to be approved by 
the officer, to the effect that the properly shall 
be forthcoming to answer any judgment or 
order that may be rendered by the court to 
which such distress warrant is made return- 
able; and thai if such property is, by ihe court, 
adjudged subject lo tne distress-, Unit he will 
pay to such party the amount of the rent spec- 
ified in Ihe warrant, wilh len per cent, there- 
on, if the properly is of the value of the rent 
so specified, or if it is of less value, that he 
will pay to such party the value thereof, aud 
teu per centum thereon.

That when a motion is made for judg- 
ment on such bond, as provided ill section 722 
of the Civil Code, the defendants iu Ihe war- 
rant, or other persons claiming .he property 
mid executing Ihe bond, may make delense 
that the distress was for rent not due in whole 
or in part, or was otherwise illegal, or that tho 
property was not subject to the distress, or 
was not the properly of the tenant, but of the 
claim int. or I hut it was exempt from levy or 
distress; and the execution of the bond pro- 
vided for herein shall not be construed as au 
admission by the persou or persons executing 
the same that he, she, or they were the tenants, 
or under tenants, or assignees of the person or 
persons in whose name the warrant was is- 
sued.

Became a law March 20, 1871, the 
Governor having failed lo return the same lo 
the Legislature within the time required by 
the Constitution. 

Said act reads as follows: 

General Assembla 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction be, and 
he is hereby, directed to purchase of Richard 
H. Collim, lor the use of this Commonwealth, 
such number of copies, at the price of four dol- 
lars each, of his new and enlarged edition of 
Judge Collins Historical Sketches of Kentucky, 
ns shall be sufficient lo supply one copy thereof 
to each common school district in the State, for 
the use of the children of said district, and as 
a foundation tor the district library contem- 
plated by article 9, of "An act lo revise, amend, 
ami reduce into one the laws relating to Ihe 
Common schools of Kentucky,'' approved .March.

Any life in- 
surance company now or hereafter incorporated 
by this State, and authorized, under Ihe laws 
thereof, to make insurance on lives, may de- 
posit in the Insurance Department mortgages 
on unencumbered real estate in the Slate ot 
Kentucky worlh at least double the amount 
loaned thereon land iu addition to the securi- 
ties now required ami authorised by law to be 
deposited by lile insurance companies), to any 
amount not less than twenty thousand dollars, 
in the manner and for the purpose hereinafter 
named: Prodded, That when any mortgage 
shall be deposited, il shall be accompanied 
with the evidence of tbe debt, and with a 
notice served upon, or duly acknowledged by, 
the mortgagor, that the same has been trans- 
ferred lo the Insurance Department, and will 
be deposited in said department, to be held for 
the uses and purposes named in said acl : Pro- 
vided further, That such transfer shall be noted 
tf record oil the face of said mortgage, and 
such entry shall be certified oil the mortgage 
by Ihe clerk of ihe county court of the county 
where such mortgage is recorded. 

\ 2. The mnrlgages deposited by any company 
under this act shall be legally transferred by it 
lo ihe Commissioner of the Insurance Depart- 
ment, for the common benefit of all the hold- 
ers of its registered policies and annuity 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act, 
and be sball hold the same iu trust for the 
purposes and objects specified iu this act; said 
mortgages . shall uol be alienated from Ihc 
purposes of said trust, nor transferred, except 
in the manner hereinafter provided, ami in 
compliance with the insurance laws of this 
Slate relating to such transfers: Provided, 
That any company hereafter electing 10 make 
special deposits, as authorized by ibis act, 
•hail do so in respect to all policies thereafter 
issued, and not a portion of them only. Pro- 
vided further, That any company making such 
special deposit shall first satisfy the Commis- 
sioner of insurance thai no part of the assels 
of said compauy previously held for the ben- 
efit or security of any non-regislered policy, 
has been impaired ill making such deposit. 

2 3. Whenever any such comininy shall 
legally transfer to the Commissioner of ti e 
Insurance Department any amount ot said 
mortgagee, not less than twenty thousand dol- 
lars. Said Commissioner shall issue to said 
company registered policies of insurance or 
annuity bonds, of such denominations or 
amounts as the said company may require; 
such policies and annuity bonds shall bear 
upon their face the words, " The net value of 
this policy is secured by approved real estate 
mortgages deposited with ihe Stale of Ken- 
lucky," .ilh the seal of the sai l department, 
and shall be countersigned by 1 lie Commis- 
sioner or his authorised deputy, who shall 
cause to be indorsed on such policy the net 
value thereof at the beginning and end of each 
year of said policy, for ten years, or any less 
nttmber it may have to run ; and at the end of 
said ten years, if requested by the holder, 
make a similar indorsement for ibe next suc- 
ceeding len, or any less number of years it 
may have to run before becoming 11 claim. 

5 4. The said Commissioner shall, on deliver, 
ing said policies or annuity Ootids to any of 
the said life insurance companies, charge to 
said companies, respectively, the amount of 
the net present value of such policies or annu- 
ity bonds, valued by the tables authorized by 
law in relation to life insurance companies, 
according to the amount and number of pre- 
miums paid annually, semi-annually, or quar- 
terly I hereon, nnd Ihe terms thereof ; but iu no 
case shall the amount of such value exceed, in 
the aggregate, the amount of the securities de- 
posited under the provisions of this act. On 
the first days of January, and July of each and 
every year, or within sixty days thereafter, the 
said companies shall make a return lothe Com- 
missioner of tbe Insurance Department, under 
oath of the president and actuary, of the exact 
condition of Ihe registered policies received 
from the said department, and of the premium 
account of the said policies, and shall deposit 
with tbe said Commissioner nddnional and 
similar mortgages to an amount equal to any 
increase of value of the policies heretofore is- 
sued, and which shall remain in force, valued 
by the same rule as upon the issue thereof; and 
the mortgages thus from time to time deposited, 
or so large an amount thereof as may be nec- 
essary to equal, at all tunes, the net value of 
all the outstanding registered policies nnd 
annuity bonds of said companies, shall be held 
by said Commissioner iu Irust as aforesaid, 
until the obligations of said companies, under 
the said registered policies and annuity bonds, 
shall, to the satisfaction of the said Commission- 
er, be fully liquidated, canceled, or annulled; but 
nothing in mis acl shall be construed as im- 
plying any obligation on the part of the State 
to pay the policies and annuity bonds issued 
under this act. The Treasurer of the State, 
and any person duly authorized by the depos- 
iting or registering company, sball, at all times, 
in the usual office hours, have access to the 
books and other documents in thu Insurance 
Department, relating to the deposits made, and 
policies and annuity bonds issued under tbe 
provisions of this act; and they shall also, at 
all such times, have such access to said mort- 
gages as may be necessary for the examination 
thereof. Tbe Treasurer shall, for the services 
required by this act, receive theannual salary ot 
two hundred and fitly dollars, to be paid by 
the companies availing themselves of the pro- 
visions of this net. The said morlgages, when 
deposited, shall be registered by said Commis- 
sioner in a book to be provided for that pur- 
pose, which shall be kept as an open record in 
his office, and shall be indorsed with the name

the name of his deputy, to be inscribed on thu 
policies and bonds, and affix the seal of the 
department to the same, and shall reinrn the 
original policies to the said depositing com- 
panies respectively. The expenses necessarilr 
incurred in registering, countersigning, and 
sealing Ihe said policies aud annuity bonds, 
and in otherwise executing the provisions of 
this uct, including the salary of the Treasurer 
shall be audited nod paid out of any monevs' 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated • 
and, for the purpose of reimbursing tbe Sams!
